London, Feb. 27. — In tlio House of Com- 
mons, to-day, Mr. William (1. Cavendiah- 
Hentinok, Conservative member] for Pouh- 
ryn, Falmouth and Flushing, asked whether 
tho attention of the Admiralty had been 
called to a recent celebration at New York, 
whioh the Preaident attended, when the flag 
of a steamship that liad been built and sub- 
sidized as a Queen's cruiaot had been changed 
and tho Hag of the United Stateshoiated inits 
stead. Mr, Cavendiah-Bentinok also wanted 
to know whether the Admiralty would 
henceforth prevent such u proceeding. 

Right Hon, Sir U. J. Kay Shuttleworth, 
Secretary to the Adiuiralty, replied ^that 
there was nothing to prevent the transfer of 
Hritish mercantile cruisers to a foreign 
country after tlie period for which a aub- 
sidy had been granted had elapsed. 

Rt. Hon. Mr. tiladstono made a motion 
tliat on Tuesdays and Fridays tlio House 
meet at 2 o'clock in tho afternoon, and that 
Government busincaa, especially the second 
reading of tho Homo Rule bill, have jire- 
cedence over all other business. 

Mr. Henry Seton-lvarr, Conservative 
Hicniber for St, Helen's, moved that 
Mr. (iladatone'a proposal bo rejected. 
Ho accused the l^iberal leader of 
aclieming to ruah business through. The 
(Jovernmeut, he said, liad already monopol- 
ized tho whole lime of the Houac and thua 
prevented tho members from introducing 
bills. Such a course, Mr. Seton-Karr held, 
was a wanton outrage on the rights of the 
members. 

Mr. Gladstone's propoaal^was carried by 
B majority of -12, the vote Standing 270 in 
favor to 22S uguinat it. 

Sir William Vernor Harcourt, obanoollor 
of tho exchequer, in introducing the li(iuor 
trade veto bill, argued that the liquor trallic 
being a monopoly regulated by tlie state, 
Parliament had the riglit to deal with it. 
The prbsent licensing authorities, ho said, 
were not popular bodies. The county coun- 
cil could not properly deal with the 
matter of liccnaea. The Bill sought 
therefore, to establish a Control of the 
traflic by popular veto— the 'best system 
known — aa by it the needs and desirea of 
individual oommitteee could be satiafied in 
accordance with local ooaditiona. 

Henry C. 0. Bonaor, Gonaervitive for the 
Wimbledon district of Surrey, opposed the 
bill on the ground that it would interfere 
with vested interests, and the suppression of 
licensed houses would res"'t in the opening 
of numerous drinking clubs and thua in- 
crease the evil of drunkcnneas. 

\Villiaui S. Cuine, Radical, for East 
Bradford, apokc of tho Ijill as a valuable in- 
atalment of a prnnused temjjerance reform. 

Mr. (inachen, Cliaiicellor of the Mxcbequer 
in the last Salialiury cabinet, spoke briclly 
against tho liquor trade veto bill. The 
Opposition, he said, would criticise the bill 
at ihu proper timo, not on party grounds, 
however, but upon the merits of its pro- 
poHals. The bill then passed its first 
rending. 

CABLE NEWS. 



llnrCHtrlcled <iold nntl Sliver. 
London, Feb. 27. — At a meeting of 
cotton operatives in Oldham to-day, a reso- 
lution was passed calling upon tho Govern- 
ment to endeavor to aecure an international 
agreement upon tho reaaaembling of the 
lirussela conference to the effect that all the 
mints of tho world bo opened to the unre- 
stricted coinage of gold and silver. ' 

TIic rope Concradilntcd. 

RiiMi;, Feb. 27. — Considerable comment 
haa been occasioned in Vatican circles by 
the fact tlmt tho Pope had received no .Jubi- 
lee congratulations from the Count of Paris. 
General von Loe, the newly appointed tier- 
man envoy to tho Vatican, accompanied by 
two officers, was given an audience by the 
Popo to-day. General von Loo presented to 
His Holineea the congratulationa of Emperor 
William on attaining hia episcopal jnbilcn 
and a valuable topaz ring. 

Polittcnl Daelllng. 

Paris, Fob. 27. — Leon du Montouil, 
Boulungiat deputy from tho Department of 
Aisno, fought a duel with M. Prosper 
Olivier Lissagaray, the well known journal- 
iat, who has had experience before, both in 
duelling and imprisonment, on account of 
his utterances. M, du Monteuil was 
wounded in the side. 

Occupied l>v France. 

I'amis, Feb. 27. — Le Tempa states that 
French vessel of war haa taken ])osacBsion 
of Kergueleii, othorwiaii known aa Llie lale 
of Desolatiou, in the Indian Ocean, wliich 
was discovered by the French navigator, 
Kcrf;ttelen, in 1712. The island is said to 
liave beds of coal. 

Arrcut of OviinmltcrH. 
Ro.Mn, Fob. 27. — Tho police to day sur- 
prised twenty-six Anarchists at work in a 
bomb factory on the outskirts of the city. 
AH the men wore arrested and a largo 
quantity, of explosives were seized. The 
police believe that they now have tho per- 
sons responsible for most of the explosions 
of the last year. 

raURY'S INAUGURAL. 

lie Urges CoueiUiitioii niid IX'cliirt's That He 
Will Never Be An Instrument 
of Discord. 

Paiiis, Feb, 27. — Tho diplomatic and 
public galleries were crowded to-day when 
.lulea Ferry assumed the preaiduney of tho 
Senate. The veteran statcHinan liad a vig- 
orouH and masterful air, and those near him 
iis he entered tlii)nglit they saw a flash 
of triumph in hia eyes. Ha was 
heartily received. In assuming the 
chair, M. Ferry spoke of the political 
ostracism through which he had passed. 
The severe trial was now, ho said, termin- 



ated. Passing from these remarks which 
evidently produced a profound impression, 
ho eulogized in generous language his pre- 
decessor, M. Leroyer. Ho urged tho 
necessity of a policy of conciliation and 
said with emphosis that he would 
never bo an inatruinont of disorder. 
Tho republic, ho said, should bo opeu to 
all. M. Ferry's address was received with 
applause, and some of his old antagonists 
appeared to he ^relieved at hia moderation. 



INTEKNATIONAIi ISSUES. 

Senator Uorgan on Vital Issues in Which the 
United States Are Concerned. 

New York, Feb. 26. — Senator Morgan, 
of Alabama, who sailed' yesterday, goes to 

Paris to represent the United States Gov- 
ernment in tho Rehring sea arbitration. 
Replying to a committee of business ^and 
financial men, tho Senator said: "lam 
going abroad on a very delicate mission. In 
many ol its essential characteristics this is 
a new queation, and it would be impossible 
for nie at this moment to outer fully into 
the consideration of it. 

"At this timo there are confronting us 
three propositions concerning the I'aciGo 
ocean. Tho IJuhring Sea arbitration, which 
may bo said to involve tho entire North 
Pacific ; the Nicaragua canal project, with 
which I have the happiness to be identified, 
because I know a good thing when I see it, 
and lastly tho Hawaiian proposition. Tbeao 
three together must impress all thinking 
men with the conviction that with tho ex- 
ception of the time of the civil war there 
has never been a moment in tho history of 
our Government when so much wisdoui, 
courage, manhood, intrepidity, foresight 
and determination were required in tlicsu 
great (jucstiona. 

"When we group these three questions 
wo find that wo have coino to a pivotal 
point in American destiny, whore we must 
go forward or take a step backward. We 
cannot stop on the dead centre. Aa a demo- 
crat, I am proud of the acquisition of Flor- 
ida, Louisiana, Texas and that immense 
territory which extends to the margin of 
the Pocifio Ocean. It is our duty to take 
care of and develop that territory, wherein 
we may reasonably expect not only to 
double, but to quadruple the commcrco of 
the Atlantic. The Paoifie affords oppor- 
tunity for commerce with countries much 
richer, and with a denaer population than 
does the Atlantic, and wo should zealously 
guard our rights therein. 

" In speaking cf tho Pacific ocean, and 
our duty in connection with it, I still aay 
that I do not want to see repeated what was 
perpetrated when we acquired our indopeud- 
cnce. Though llie power of France was 
back of us, we did not havo tho foresight or 
persistence to acquire all that belonged to 
us. We did not take in ^Newfoundland, 
Nova Scotia, Heruiuda, the ^^'indward Isles 
Jamaica, and all that territory down to Yu- 
catan. Why should that power with 
,1."), 0(10,000 people of the same race as our 
05,000,000, and with no greater history, 
and no superiority, own all those ialaiuls 
from Newfoundland to Y'ucatan, u[)on 
which they have spent ?4 fo r every inch of 
ground they hold now ? And we cannot 
help it. 

" Great Hritain never gives up anytliing 
good. I am not criticizing them. I ad- 
mire them, and wish America to follow, as 
far aa possible, the same policy, only a 
little more so. Ureat Britain haa already 
placed herself in Auatralia and New /Zea- 
land, and is now approaching tho Sand- 
wich lalands, the Gibraltar of the Pacific 
ocean. She already haa one. Only a 
short time ago ahe raised her Sag over one 
of the islands, and at tho prossuk 
moment the' Hawaiian and our own 
Government are protesting against that oc- 
cupation. When she gets firmly estab- 
lished there and completes the chain around 
us, including Vancouver, Victoria and 
Hawaii to Hongkong, New Zealand and 
Australia, let nic ask you if wo will not see 
repeated in the Pacific that ndserable, 
despicable folly which was perpetrated in 
tho Atlantic ? When we had gained the 
fight and there was nothing to do 
but to put tho islands of the 
Atlantic in the bill of sale treaty we 
sigually failed to do it. Just at the time 
when the two great questions, the Nicara- 
guan oaiuvl uiul the Behring sea arbitration, 
are pending, Hawaii like a ripe pear drops 
into our hip. .Shall wo then exercise ut this 
time in the settlement of these great ipics- 
tiona that spirit of American manhood and 
pluck ao splendidly developed when we 
wei'o fighting each other with a million 
men in the field? Now wo shall see tho 
outcome of the power and spirit of a great 
people on a great occasion. Lot us com o to 
tho front."

NO HOME RULE. 



Lonl Dnnravan and the Mayor of Bclfiist 
Yli;oronBly Senonnco the Heasure. 

London, Feb. 27. — Lord Dunravcn ad- 
dressed u Unionist meeting in Ulveratone 
this evening on tho subject of Mi-. Glad- 
stone's Home Rule bill. Should tho bill 
over go into operation, ho said, social and 
coniniercial Anarchy would reign supremo 
in Ireland. As everybody knew, Ire- 
land was poor aud practically with- 
out capital. Under tho Home Rule 
bill British capital would bo driven from 
the country as fast as the owners could ex- 
tioate it from buaiueaa. After a few years 
of legislation by an Irish parliament not a 
British firm or landlord would be found in 
Ireland ; the country would bo bankrupt 
and would hang a dead weight upon the 
Imperial Parliament at Weatminster. 

A great demonstration was made by tho 
Ulster Unionists at 15elfaat this evening. Sir 
Daniel Dixon, Lord Iilayor, presided at tho 
mcetini; and spoke at length against tho 
Ifoinc Rule bill. Hetween February 1.3th, 
the (lay on vtliicli Mr. Gladstone iTitroduoed 
the bill, and February '2r)th, ho said, the 
total decline of Irish railway .slocks and 
other securiticH has been i;iS,'157,750. A 
reaolution denouncing the plan to give Ire- 
land a separate legislature was adopted 
unanimously.

Geueral of Canada bo asked by the people 
of this district to grant provincial auton- 
omy to Saskatchewan, equal in every re- 
spect to that enjoyed by tho other Provinces 
of tho Dominion, aud also iu accordance 
with the terms and condition.'j agreed to bo- 
twiien tho people of Caimda and tho people 
of Rupert's band and the Northwest Terri- 
tories in 1870, when these Territories were 
admitted by Her Majesty into the Union."'

Strong suspicion ia that they have heard of 
a find which shows up the discovery of lapt 
fall on St. Mary's river and located all tho 
ground to get ahead of the finder. They 
have covered the small piece of 40O acres. 



STREETS IN "ROCKLAND." 

To THE Editoii; Is it not a little sur- 
prising that the residents of Rodkland Av- 
enue should at thia time be making such a 
noisy demand for tho improvement of their 
thoroughfaro ?

Annual Eeport of tlio Siirveyor-Geu- 
- oral as to the Work of His; ' 
Uepiii'tiiieut. 

ilapa Issued lor tlio Year— Results 
of the Work of Partieo In 
the Province. 



In tlio Provinoiai Legislature yeatorday, 
Hon. Mr. Vernon, UWef Comniisuoner of 
Lands and Works, presented the annanl re- 
port of Crown land surveys for the year 
ending December 31, 1S92. 

The report of Mr. Tom Kaina, surveyor 
general, aho\v;i that durhit,' the year the 
follov.-ing maps have been published for gen- 
eral use. Exploratory surveys in thenor tbern 
portions of the Province, 2,000 copies; tho 
aouthweat portion of British Columbia, in- 
oludini? Vancouver Island, 5,000 copies; 
the central portion of liritisb Columbia, 
2, QUO; towoahip sheets for use of aur- 
veyors, 700. 

The first meationod map, and one now in 
press, are the work of tho Colonist Printing 
and Publishing Company, Limited, of Vic- 
toria. Tho map in press referred to shows 
the country from tho International Boun- 
dary Line to tho " Mission," on Okauagiin 
Lake, and includes a portion of the Simil- 
kanieeu Valley to the west, and extends 
eastward along tho ]5oundary Lino to Cas- 
cade City, taking in Rock Creuk, Kettle 
River and Boundary Creek, with tho 
numerous mining camps scattered through- 
out this growing district. As this portion 
of the Province is rapidly conii-ig to the 
front, the map will doubtless prove of some 
benefit, and as it is drawn upon tho same 
scale as that showing tho country ininiodi- 
ately to tho northward of the " Mission " 
publialu;d lust year, a continuous map of the 
whole OUanagan Valley, from tlio Inter- 
national Boundary Line to Sicanioua Nar- 
rows, may bu had by simply pasting the two 
maps together. 

Certain delays having occurred in for- 
warding tho work in connection with the 
general inaj) of tho Province, prepared by 
Mr. J. IL iirowidpi!; ]). L.S., it was con- 
sidered iidviaable to further postpone its 
issu'i until all tlie recently acquired informa- 
tion derived from the exploratory und otlier 
surveys performed this year could be added, 
and tho work made as full and complete as 
possible. If something unforeseen docs not 
occur, tho issue of lO.OUU copies ordered by 
the Government will bo ready for general 
distribution at tho Lands and Works De- 
partment in tho course of about a month, 
This map is printed on strong paper, in 
black and three Jithographio colors, and no 
doubt will be the means, if properly dis- 
tributed, of advertising the Frovinco to a 
great degree throughout the known world. 

During the year a very large number of 
private surveys have been oompleced. There 
were 376 field books deposited and G62 
olaims plotted. The area o£ pre-empted 
claims was 50,460, area of purchase claims 
38,070, area of mining olaims 471- 82, aroa 
of timber leases 72,048, land grant Kootcnay 
and Columbia 189,440, total area of claims 
360,405.82 acres. 
The report says : 

" Thirteen survey parties have carried on 
field operations under your instructions 
during the past season, and, besides prepar- 
ing extensive tracts for settlement purposes, 
have added a largo amount of information to 
that already on tile in the department. 

"The survey upon which Mr. Ralph has 
been engaged during the past three seasons 
is of a charaot»r quite out of tho ordinary 
rectangular methods adopted upon the 
Crown land surveys. This work required 
tho delineation upon the ground of a line 
running from tho mouth of Muir creek, on 
the southwest coast of Vancouver Island, to 
tho summit; of Crown mountain, situated 
near the centre of the island, a little below 
the 50th degree of north latitude, between 
■which points, distant from each other up- 
wards of 140 miles, somo of tho roughest 
, country in the Province is to bo 
found. The determination of the bear- 
ing upon which to commence this 
line was a work requiring considerable 
care, and involved the calculation of the lat- 
itude and longitude of the initial and ter- 
minal points by trigonometrical survey from 
already well established stations. When it 
is considered that it was well on towards 
the close of the third season before the sur- 
veyor knew " how he was coming out," in 
addition to the exceedingly rough country 
passed over and the constant care required 
in making the proper correction for conver- 
gence of meridians, the line, as now deter- 
mined, is a standing monument of seientific 
skill and physical endurance. 

'* The survey into Townships and Sections 
of a portion of the Wataonkwa or Uulkley 
River Valley, carried on by Mr. A. L. Pou- 
drier, has shown that there exists a cnmpar- 
itively largo tract of country, vahialilo not 
only as agricultural and grazhig land, but 
also on account of the large beds of coal and 
lignite there deposited. Tho Government 
has, during the p ist season, expended a sum 
of money in opening up a road from Hazle- 
ton into this country, and doubtlcas many 
aettlura will avail thernHelvea of this route 
in their search for suitable liomcH. 

"Messrs. Hcrtiion and Hawkins have 
continued the township outline work uoin- 
menced last year, aituated at the exlrcine 
north end of Vancouver Island, and havi' 
subdivided into sections a large tracl. of 
land, which they report as being eminently 
suitable for agriculture and cattle raiaini.'. 
Numerous ap|)lic;itions respecting this tract 
of country have already been received, and 
doubtless many settlers seeking for honira 
will bo attracted to that portion of the 
Province. 

" Messrs. Cotton und Palmer have laid 
out into townships and sections the valley 
of the Bella Coola river, from its mouth up 
as far as any lanci was found suitable for 
settlement purposes. As this point is rapidly 
findint; favor in the eyes of settlers — being 
one of tho nearest outlets of the great Chit- 
cotin country — it is a matter of importance 
to have the country prepared for the re- 
([uireinents of iire-cuiptors. 

" The ' Commonage,' near the city of Ver- 
non, has been subdivided into aeotious by 
Mr. J. P. Bnmyeat, and doubtless will be, 
on account of its situation, rapidly taken 
up when it is thrown open for settlement. 
As tho situation of this tract is somewhat 
better than tho g<3uerttl run of vncont Crown 
land throughout tho Province, it is a ques- 
tion whether it would not bo advantageous 
to dispose of it in some other way than by 
means of tho ordinary pre-enii)tion method. 

" Sectional surveys have been carried on 
by Mr. F. H. Latimer along the valloy of 
the Shuswup river, from the vicinity of tho 
•Camel's Hump' to where it enijities into 
Mabel Luke, and have opened up for settle- 
ment (|uile a hn l;,; arua of country. 

"Tlio Hiiljdiviaional survey of .Midcohn 
laland has beun completed by Mr. I). T. 
Thonison, whi) has alao jici formed adilitional 
surveys upon Cormorant- Inlainl and ii])(in 
Vancouver Islanil in the vicinity I'f the 
mouth of tho Nimkiah river. 

" Tho land in tho vicinity of tho south- 
vest, coast of Vancouver laland, lying be* 



tween the mouth of Muir Creek and Cape 
Bealo has of late been attracting tho jire- 
emptor and lumberman, and in view of that 
fact it has been considered advisable to have 
an accurate traverse of the coast performed 
between those points, und all existing claims 
carefully noted. Mr. Henry Fry was en- 
trusted with this service, and has furnished 
tho departmout with sullicicnt information 
to enable it to make a reliable map of that 
section of the country. 

"Mr. N, B. Gauvreau continued the ex 
ploratory work commenced two years ago 
by Mr. Poudrier, and has covered a Urgo 
tract of country lying iu tho northwest por- 
tion of tho Province, situated between the 
3tikiuo river and tho northerr. boundary of 
British Columbia 

" The scattered and hitherto unoonuectod 
surveys situated at the mouth of the 
Skeena river, where the fishing interests of 
tho Province are largely represented, have 
been connected together by traverse, and a 
reliable map of that locality is now on lilo 
iu this otHce. ISo report of this survey is 
appended, as, from its nature, none waa re- 
quired. The same may be said of the sur- 
vey of two Government townsites sitnated 
on Slocan hike, performed by Mr. 0. E. 
Perry. 

" I'hc geological information respecting 
tho Province of British Columbia is very 
valuable, and has been gathered by tho con- 
tinuous efforts of tho Geological Survey 
branch of the Department of vho Interior, 
reprcoentod by such well-known and soien- 
tilic men aa Hichardaon, Dawaon, Sclwyn, 
Macoun and MeCounell, who liavo covered 
nearly tlie whole Province, and whoso 
labors extend over a period of more than 
twenty years. 

"Tliia authentic and reliable information 
has been accjuired without any expense to 
the Province, and must represent in lield- 
work alone an outlay of considerably over 
one hundred thousand doUara. The fact 
that portions of it are publiahed in each of 
tho twenty voluminous and costly annual 
reports, containicg a largo amount of mut- 
ter irrelevant to tho Province, renders its 
usefulness of such a character aa to be 
scarcely of any advantage to tho average 
settler, lundjerman or miner. 

" In view of the above facts, it has been 
considered advisable to collect all this scat- 
tered information, and after classifying and 
arranging it iu such a nuuiner by the addi- 
tion of suilicient reliable data as to clearly 
KOI forth all tho natural productions of each 
district, with their accessibility, to publiah 
it in convenient form and append a small 
geologically colored map of the Province, 
which would greatly explain tlie text anil 
nuiteriiilly cnlianco the value of tho whole 
work." 

Speaking of tho triangulution of the se 
coast, the reportsays ; 

"In this connection might be mentioned 
the accidcnt» which have recently happened 
to the warships Ampbion and Warspito, and 
to the merchantman San Pedro. If casual- 
tics of this nature, involving largo expendi- 
tures of time and money, occur in compari- 
tively well-known waters, what may be said 
of those whioh are likely to occur in unsur- 
vcyed channels and harbors where tho pilot 
is compelled to steer the ship by pure guess 
work and leave the rest to Providence ? 

"In the foregoiog arguments, lands in 
general have been referred to ; but any 
scheme of survey for British Columbia must 
toke especial cognizance of the perpetuation 
of boundaries of mining lands alienated 
from the Crown. Somo system having that 
end in view has been found n-jccssarj' in 
other mining countries ; its importance can- 
not bo over-estimated and should command 
prompt attention. 

"In the Kootenay district alone, mining 
properties wliose value mounts high up in 
the millions are being developed, while 
fresh discoveries of precious and economic 
minerals are continually announced. But 
there are claims whose marks have been 
swept out of existence by snow-slides aud 
fires; where these lands adjoin, no explana- 
tion of the en'angloiiient which will ensue 
is needed. Such dilliculiica will, without 
doubt, retard mining development more 
than any other cause except abaeuce of ore ; 
for, if there is anything a mining man will 
not buy, it is a law suit. The result is a 
loss, not only to those immediately con- 
cerned, but to tho Province at largo; be- 
cause, as every dollar of taxable value 
created is a gain to the whole country, so 
also is the reverse proposition true. 

In order to show the value of some of the 
country uudcr consideration, it may be 
stated that the assessed worth of the moat 
valuable block in the city of Victoria, that 
bounded by (iovernment, Yates, Broad and 
Fort streets, with the liuildinga included, 
is conaiderably under one million dollars, a 
sum far below that realized a short time 
ago from the sale of the " Silver King " 
mineral claim. Although the block referred 
to is not of a size equal to that of an ordin- 
ary mining claim, still, if claims in a com- 
paratively undeveloped State realize such 
largo amounts, it is safe to draw the in- 
clusion that there are portions of the Koo- 
tenay district us valuable us equal areas 
located in the heart of the city of Victoria 
with the buildings included. A country 
like tho above, therefore, should be well 
surveyed. 

It in therefore evident that some means 
should be devised whereby tho position of 
mining locationa, having been once deter 
mined, can bo accurately re-deternun

"If the land in a mineral country were

Concluding, Mr. Kaiua aaya : 
"In closing these notes, attention is 



again called to tho fact that tho systematic 
survey ci tho whole I'rovince, roughly out 
lined herein, is not intended to bo executed 
in a short time. 

" The treatment apecitied should bo ap- 
plied to those portiona undergoing develop- 
ment ; but its extension over our whole ter- 
ritory must bo conaidored in connection 
with the Greater British Columbia of the 
future, containing nuiny times its present 
population und wealth. Such a survey aa a 
whole would be the work of many yeara — 
even decades ; but if faithfully carried out 
would stand as a lasting monument of work 
well done for the future peace, progress, and 
proaperity of the fairest Province of tho 
Dominion."

THE SURYEYOR-OENERAL'S RE- 
PORT. 

'The Surveyor-General's Report for tho 
year ending 31 at Deoembor, 1802, has been 
carefully ilrawu up, and ia exceedingly 
suggestive to those who take au intelli(;ent 
interest in the progress and development of 
the Province. As a very great part of 
British Columbia has not been surveyed, 
much interest attaches to the explorations 
and surveys of the surveyors employed by 
the Government. The information they 
obtain as to the nature of the country they 
explore is imparted to the offioials of the 
Department and embodied in their reports, 
•and is soon in a shape to bo utilized 
■Ijy the intending settler. It will 
not bo long, we trust, before it 
will be known with tolerable accuracy 
'how much land there is in the Province tit 
bfv agrioultural and pastoral purposes, as 
well as the area of the timber lands, where 
they are situated and how thoy can be 
xeaohed. In order to do this the system of 
surveys so promiaingly commenced by tho 
Provincial Government, will have to bo con- 
tinued on oven a larger scale. 

Surreys are also required to explore and 
•to make itvailable the mineral lands of the 
Province. A geological survey ia for thia 
purpose tho necessary complement of a topo- 
graphical survey. We are glad to acn that 
the Department of Lands and Worka pro- 
poses to utilize the Geological Surveys of the 
Dominion Department for the last ttrenty 
years or so, for the benefit of the inhabitants, 
present and prospeotivo, of thia Province. 
The Surveyor-General aaya : 

It has been considered advisable to col- 
:lect all this scattered information, and after 
- classifying and arranging it in such a man- 
ner by the addition of sufficient reliable 
'data aa to olearly set forth all the natural 
pcoduotions of each district, with their ac- 
' cessibility, to publish it in convenient form 
and wppend a small geologically colored 

• map of the Province, which would greatly 

• explain the text and materially enhauco tlio 
vvaluo of the wliole worlt. 

:Xo show tho necessity of the dia- 
'duminatioD of suoh information aa this 
book will contain the Surveyor-General 
quotes from an article written for 
Harper's Magazine by Mr. Julian Ralph 
the following moat erroneous statement rel- 
ative to British Columbia coal ; " All tho 
coal of tlio Coast," says Mr. Ralph, " in- 
cluding that at Nanaimo, on Vancouver 
Island, may be classed as lignite, but it ia 
often of 80 high a grade that the operators 
do not greatly strain the truth in olassing it 
as bituminous." Mr. Kains quotes tho re- 
ports of l)r, G. M. Dawson and others to 
show that Vancouver Island coal in true bi- 
tuminous coal, and as further proof directs 
attention to a table showing tho comparative 
values of Pacific Coast coals for steam rais- 
ing purposes, published by the War De- 
partment of tho United States. There 
can bo no doubt tlmt the work 
will bo of great use, not only in 
correcting tho errors and miarcpresonta- 
tiona of ignorant and designing writers, but 
-in satisfying those in search of reliable in- 
formation respeoting the extent and value 
-of the resources of the Province. 
-A considerable part of the Surveyor- 



General's report is taken up with tho 
desoription of the system of survey which; 
in his opinion, is required for this Province. 
This part of tho report will bo perused with 
greater interest by tho profesaional sur- 
veyor than by tho general reader. Owing 
to tho uneven nature of ita surface it ia 
almost impossible to divide this Province 
into . rectangular ^lots of each a square 
mile. This, we glean from tho re- 
port, would be an exceedingly ex- 
pensive kind of survey, and it would not 
be so accurate or so elieap as the trigono- 
metrical method which ho favors. The 
Surveyor-General shows that thia is the 
kind of survey which has been adopted in 
New Zealand and other countries whose 
surface is as broken as is tl^t of British 
Columbia. He makos its advantages appar- 
ent in many respects. One of them will be 
to make the boundaries perpetual. ICvery 
settler in a now country knows how often 
serious mistakes are made by tho removal 
or the rotting away of stakes and posts 
and by the burning, the cutting down or 
tho failure to identify trees that have been 
blazed. Tho loss or removal of landmarks 
is tho cause of endless and moat 
bitter disputes and of lawsuits, which 
are often attended and followed by very 
serious and most unpleasant consequences. 
Rut under tho system of triangulation wo 
hiive the Surveyor-General's authority for 
concluding that such disputes seldom or 
never occur, " since tlie irigonometrical 
points would bo marked in an enduring man- 
ner and scientifically connected, the positions 
of all boundaries of real property could bo 
perpetuated or ro-dotermincd when lost, by 
reference to tho polnla to whioh they had 
been tied at tho time of survey. 

Tho Surveyor-General suggests that tl'n,-j 
is no reason that one standard of measure- 
ment ahould be used in laying out 
mineral claims and another for sub- 
dividing agrioultural land. The chain 
ia, ho aaya, for obvioua reasons, tho moat 
useful and expeditious, It aoems to ua that 
having different atandards for measuring 
mining claims is quite an unneceaaary com- 
plication, and the sooner the pole or perch 
ia discarded on mining lands and thu 
chain uaed in its place tho better for all con- 
corned. 

The whole system of aurvey ia exhaust- 
ively treated by the Surveyor General and 
his report bears internal evidence that ho 
has read much and thought deeply on tlio 
subject. It is to be hoped that his sugc:os- 
tiona will be adopted as far as practicable 
and as the means of the Province will allow. 



A SCEPTIOAL AQE. 

Wo live in a sceptical ago. Doubts are 
being raised about almost everything. Holes 
are being picked in the soundest systems 
and the most venerable truths are irrever- 
ently and rashly attacked. 

From tho earliest ages men have inaiatod 
upon tho necessity of saving — of putting by 
aomothicg for a rainy day. Prudence, 
economy, forcaight and frugality have been 
by all nations at all times considered virtues, 
Yet now in these latter days men have the 
audacity to contemn the wisdom of tho 
wisest and beat of our ancestors, and to 
write caaaya in scientific works, so-called, 
on tho "Fallacy of Saving," 

In tho Social Science Series there is a work 
by John M. Robertson bearing the above 
very peculiar title. Mr. Robertson argues 
that if every one saved and no ono spent 
very little would bo produced. In that 
case the savings of the world would, in a 
great measure, bo idle. There would bo 
very little demand for anything but bare 
necessaries, and there would not be capital 
forthcoming to produce even them in suiH- 
oient abundance. ' "In commerce," Mr. 
Robertson says, " under the regime 
of parsimony every producer seeks 
to produce as much as possible with- 
out consuming any more of tho products 
that others are multiplying .... so 
that at any one moment of commercial his- 
tory there is either over-production criaia 
or strategic check of population ; and all 
tho while multitudes are striving not to 
conaumc what they might so that they 
may have aomething to fall back upon in 
sickness or idleness. And all the moro 
surely idleness comes, and they do fall back 
on it. And thus life is narrowed and do- 
gradod, products imide poorer, dwollini;s 
more paltry ; ao the collective comfort of 
thu industrial population is something im- 
measurably ignoble, like the pullulating 
rabbits and mice." 

Thia reasoning the writer may think con- 
clusive, but he, like a great many more 
philosophers, builda his theory without 
taking human nature into his calculations, 
lie seems to forgot tluit the majority of rreu 
and women are so far self-indulgent and ini- 
provident th.vt they spend all thoy earn, and 
very many would .'jpcud a good deal more if 
thoy could get miy one to givo them credit. 
Man is not a pai'^iinoiaoas ;xnini;il, neither is 
ho on the whole an aucjuiimlil.iiig t-ro.ilure, 
There are sonio who stint tliemselvea and 
.sonio wlio save, certainly, Init tho great 
majority are spenders and consumers. So 
general is the desire to spend until the last 
ceut in the wallet is gone that it ia impossi- 
ble to conceive of a community so econom- 
ical and so accumulative as to savo n.uro 
than is needed for future oonanmption and 
future development. As men are, the ex-

hortations of tho wise and experienced to bo 
prudent bud to put something by for the 
day of need are by no means unneceaaary. 
We havo a notion that tho world aa^it ia, or 
as tho moraliataof all agea would have it to be 
is a good deal better than if it were composed 
of apendthrifls and prodigals, who, when 
want liko an armed man came upon them, 
would be wholly unprepared for the attack. 

The cure which Mr. Robertson proposea 
for the evils of saving are, it will have to bo 
confessed, worse than tho diaeaSe. He 
would have tho state provide old oge pen- 
sions for those whoso " characters as honest 
workers aro unimpeachable." That is, he 
would take away the strongest motive to 
save and would add to the inducements to 
apond. What kind of a world would wo 
have then 1 A much worse one, wo ahould 
say, than the ono wo live in at present, in 
which ao much suffering and so much misery 
can he traced to improvidence and wasteful- 
ness. 



M'KINhEYS MISTAKE. 

Governor McKinley, who undertook to 
regulate tho whole conimorco of tho United 
States, haa mianumagod hia own private 
buaineaa ao badly aa to reduce himaelf to 
penury. The way in which he lost his 
property would bring reproach on the 
capacity of the merest tyro in business. IIo 
kept on signing notes for a friend until ho 
had become responsible, not only for all ho 
was worth, but a very great deal nioie. So 
blind woa his conlidonco in hia friend and ao 
unaystematio was hia way of doiog businoes 
that when tho crash came ho had no con- 
ception of tho amount for which he had ren- 
dered himaelf liable. It appears that ho 
believed that moat of tho notes he signed 
were renewals of tho original notea lie had 
endoraed. Tho nowa that ho waa a 
ruined man came upon him like a 
clap of ' thunder from a clear 
sky. But thoro is thia to bo said for him. 
He bore tlie shock like u hero. He lost no 
time in unavailing complainta. Ho aecured 
to the creditors of the bankrupt tirm every 
cent ho was w )rth in the world and offered 
to give hia notes of hand for the balance to 
bo paid as ho earned the money. He did 
not even attempt to get clear of a dollar of 
the debt he had so foolishly incurred. Wo 
have read that hia wife, who is an invalid, 
in spito of tl\o remonatrancea of her frienda, 
came to tho rescue. She had property in 
lior own right and she insisted upon giving 
every cent of it to pay the notes whioh Mr. 
McKinley had endorsed. She waa willing 
to begin the world again with her husband 
without a dollar that they could call their 
own. The courage and the honeaty of Mr. 
McKinley and his wife cannot be sullicient- 
ly admired. They were bound to retain 
their good name and their self-respect no 
matter what the sacrifice might be. 

Mr. McKinley's failure is another ex- 
ample of the inability of men who believe 
that they possess capacity enough to conduct 
tho nation's affairs, to manage their own 
amall business prudently or skilfully. 



A PAUSE. 

Tliero seoma to be a hitch in tho Hawaiian 
annexation buaincss. All Americana are 
evidently noc in suoh a hurry to got poesoa- 
aion of the Hawaiian lalanda aa Preaident 
Ilarriaon and Consul-Goneral Stevens. The 
Senators are unwilling to proceed with tho 
treaty until they hear what the dethroned 
Queen haa to aay for herself, and until they 
learn moro about how the revolution was 
brought about. The opinion of those 
American citizens who think that the people 
of the Islands should have the opportunity 
of saying what their wishes aro w ith respect 
to tho proposed change, is already making 
itself folt. Tho Commissioners of the Pro- 
visional Government who proceeded to 
Washington in such hot haste, are finding 
their task not so easy aa they at first sup- 
posed it to be. There are Americans, both 
in and out of Congreas, who question tho 
purity of their motives and tho diain- 
terestodneaa of their acts. Thoy are finding 
tl'.iit, after all, tho nation hna a conEcienco, 
though at firat it could not make its 
promptings heard. The time for sobor ro- 
lleotion haa corns, and the American people 
show that they aro thinking to some pur- 
pose. Beaidea, they aro beginning to hear 
tho other aide of the atory, and what they 
licar allows them that it would bo both 
wrong and fooliah to proceed too hastily.

Further Salvage From the McDonald 
— Positiou of the Wreck— An 
Interesting Dispute. ; 



Timber for the San Pedro-Sealskins 
Brought In— A Stormy Ex- 
perience. 



The statement made by Captain Worth, 
who commanded tho steamer J. R. McDon- 
ald at the time of her ill-fated voyage, that 
ho wished it understood that ho had not 
abandoned the vessel, is beginning to develop 
a point. It will be remembered that the 
vessel parted her hawsers ond turned over, 
then drifted out to sea. This waa after the 
fire had burned her to tho water's edge, 
Tho tug Alert picked up the overturned 
hull and towed it in to Saanich Inlet. At 
the time tho hull drifted away bottom up 
the boilers and machinery dropped out, and 
theae latter were located by the Maacotte, 
which went out on Saturday with a diver, 
who first examined the hull of the MolJon- 
ald and discovered the abaonee of the ma- 
chinery. Tho Maacotte proceeded to Enter- 
prise Reef, and after some little little dilli- 
ulty the boiler waa located and hoisted 
alongside. Tho lashings parted after tho 
boiler had been towed some 12 or 14 miles, 
but fortunately the wreokafre sunk whore it 
can hi: easily recovered. The machinery is 
sHil uiidiaturbed. Tho whole matter has 
r uaaunicd the nature of a threo-cornored 
light between the origiinil ownora of tho J. 
R. McDonald; tho Alert and the Masootto. 
Capt. Worth claima that not having de- 
serted hia vessel she ia no derelict. The 
matter will be settled in tho courta. From 
a gentleman who visited the wreck of tho 
McDonald it was learned that tho hull waa 
now lying opposite the Indian reserve in a 
amall bay on East Saanioh shore, about 
thirteen miles front Victoria, and not in the 
Saanich arm. The hull is lying with only a 
portion of the side visible. The bow and 
about forty feet of her after part are under 
water, as is the keel, though the latter ia 
near enough to the surface to be visible. 
She is anchored about a quarter of a mile 
off shore in five fathomB of water. Tho 
steam winch is still in her, and just how 
much of the machinery is nnasing would bo 
iniposaiblo to aay. Tho cargo of coal car- 
ried by tho McDonald waa insured by tho 
Oregon Improvement Co. in favor of J. R. 
Foater, tho agent, for §93Q. 

THE KIllST SKAI,SKINS. 

The tug Constance, which was diapatohed 
by E. B. Marvin & Co. to Port San Juan to 
otter any assistance required to the schooner 
Sapphire, returned Sunday evening, bring- 
ing back Mr. Frank Adams, the represent- 
ative of tbe firm. The schooner was found 
not to be so badly damaged as had boon an- 
ticipated. She had repaired her jib stay 
and replaced her boats with Indian canoes. 
All she required was an anchor, which the 
atoamer brought her. When the schooner 
had got what she was waiting for, she and 
tho Triumph proceeded out to Bea,'it being 
tho intention of Captain Cox of the former 
vessel to search again for his lost Indian 
crew before doing any hunting. It is said 
tho Constance brought haek the first seal- 
skins of this season's catch, but the number 
ia not known. 

A TE.MrK.STnotis TRlr. 

The steamahip Walla Walla, from San 
Francisco, did not arrive iu port until noon 
yeaterday, being over twolvo hours late. 
On the way up from California sho had to 
contend against strong head windB, and on 
Sunday she enoounteaed a gale, in which 
for two hours she only averaged seven knots.

Tlie Iiiillan's Itrcaiii. 

Mr. ,Tobn Oilos, who is officially asso- 
ciated with the Royal (leographical Society, 
recently delivered a lecture to a juvenile 
audience in tho theatre of tho Uidveraily of 
London. Ho showed pictures of Montreal 
in winter, tho frozen St. Lawrence, and 
many places of interest in the liritiah 
Dominions, and interspersed hia geographi- 
cal descriptions with aome anecdotes of the 
North American Indian with whom ho had 
been brought in contact during hia residence 
in this part of the world. Ho said the 
lilackfoot Indians were given to dreaming, 
and were persuaded that their dreams 
would come true. Once one of theso In- 
dians came to Mr. Douglas, afterwards Sir 
Jamea Douglas, at one of the stations of the 
Hudaon'a IJay Company, and smilingly 
said that he bad had a pleasant dream dur- 
ing the night. On being asked what it was 
about the Indian replied that he dreamt 
Mr. Douglas had given him two bales of 
blankets. That gentleman complaisantly 
told him to send up to tho station and ho 
ahould have the blankets. Next day when 
the Indian met him, Mr. Douglas smiled 
and said he bad bad a dream also. 

"I hot)!! it waa not a very largo one," 
said the Imlian. 

"It was of eoii;-:iderablo proportions,"

B. C. SOUTIIFH" liAIlAVAY, 

Mu, Booth moved, seconded by Mr. 
Kollio, tbe foUowinc resolution : "Whereas 
the British Columbia Southern Railway 
Company has applieil to the Domin- 
ion Government for the usual subsidy 
of §3,200 per inilo of railway for the 
first and second sections, their line 
being 90 miles and 120 miles respectively ; 
And whereas such application has been 
pressed upon the Dominion Government for 
the last three years, but has not received 
any satisfactory reply ; And whereas the 
construction of the British Columbia Soutli- 
em Railway is of great importance to the 
Province in order to develop the coal fields 
of the Crow's Nest Pass and to convey ilu' 
coal to the smelters already erected, ami 
which would be erected if such coal supply 
were forthcoming ; And whereas the ob- 
taining of such coal would givo a great stim- 
ulus to the mining industry in tlio Koot- 
enay District, and would bo productive of a 
considerable increase in the trade and wealth 
of the Province : Therefore be it resolved, 
that a humble address be presented to the 
Lieutenant-Governor, praying him to move 
the Dominion Government to grant the 
British Columbia Soutlieru Railway Com- 
pany the said subsidies, inatmiich as it 
would tend materially towards the prosper- 
ity of the Province." 

UON. Mu, liLAVEN said ho thought the 
resolution deserved more discussion than 
had been given it. Tho House had never 
heard any reason why tho Dominion Gov- 
ernment had not granted the subsidy which 
had been applied for, but there might be 
some very material and substantial reason 
for such refusal. 

Hon. Col. Baker said that, as represent- 
ing the district which would be immediately 
aii'ected by the construction of the railway, 
he was able to give some explanation to the 
hen. leader of the Opposition. The resolu- 
tion was introduced by way of a report from 
the Railway committee with a recommenda- 
tion to the House. The British Columbia 
Southern Railway company had been before 
the Legislature on various occasions. The 
company was endeavoring to get the rail- 
way bnilt, and had applied to the Dominion 
Government for the usual grant. But there 
were sometimes contending interests which 
the Government considered, and while they 
had not refused the grant, still they had 
not given it. As all hon. members of the 
House knew, tho Province was to a certain 
extent suirering from the nif,'i,'iir(lly grant of 
the Dominion. Tiiu Piuviuuu puid into the 
Dominion something like a million and a 
quarter, and received in one way or another 
only about ijoUU.UOO. This being the case, 
tho Province had a riyht to expect 
if tho resolution were carried some sort of 
reaaonubly yeneroua treatment from the 
Dominion. What wonld bo the advan- 
tages '! Tho Kootenay mining interests 
were now what would bo called "booming" 
but on a very sure and lafo foundation. 
The mineral wealth being discovered there 
was something simply extraordinary — and 
what were the means for development ': 
Although these ores were taken out there 
was no means of smelting them and they 
naturally went out of tbe country. Tr'xe 
some smelters had been erected, but there 
was now an outcry for coal, for there 
was no use having smelters without coal. 
In the Crow's Neat Pass through which 
this railway would run, there wore some of 
the largest and most valuable coal fields in 
the world. The object of building tlio rail- 
way was to got tho coal down to tho smelt- 
ers and keep |lhe ore in the Province. Tho 
company which was now asking for tho 
grant considered that grants to railways 
had in the past been h'ivoh by the Dominion 
Govornmont on a most liberal scale, and cer- 
tainly the Doniiriiou luul been most liberal 
in this Province when any appli- 
cation had been made on behalf of 
tho C. P. R. (Ho:ir, hear.) Tho company 
only asked for (cpial lilKanlity, more espec- 
ially when the Province would durivc such 
bonefit from the construction of ilu; line. 
They asked for a subsidy for '.HJ miloB and 
120 miles respectively. 'J'ho '.lUniile eeclion 
would open up tho coal iiuUls and distribute 
tho coal into the mining country by the 
Bonner's I^'erry route, 'i'lu: 120 mile section 
would tlum be ImilL so that tlie coal might 
go into the ricli Liirdeau country. These 
were the two points. Tho company were 
ready to build, and liad given tho best guar- 
antee that lliev weio ready to go on, and 
they only asked tho Dominion Government 
to give the usual nssistancu which this Pro 
vince had a right to ask and to expect. This 
was a very siiiipk^ explanation ol tlie position 
the company took, and lio could not see ii; 
any way how the House ■would bo doing 
wrong in placing the subject as forcibly as 
possible before the Domioion Government. 
Some of the financiers who wore in the rail- 
way company had niado uso of tho exprcs- 
«ton that the Dominion Government would 
ae^er do anything so long us they only 
"kicked with moccasins." 

Mr. Se.mliN said that this was a matter 
in which the House should go slowly. If 
the Dominion Government were to make 
jsuch » suggestion to this House it would be 



looked upon as impertinence. He did not 
think tho passage of the resolution would bo 
treating the Dominion Government properly. 
He agreed that the construction of the road 
would be ■ very . much ', in * the interests 
of tbe Province, but he would hesitate very 
much before voting for the motion. 

HoK. Mr. Pooi:.By. expressed surprise at 
the tone of the remarks of the hon. member 
for Yale. The resolution was not a die- 
troial one but simply a request. When 
other resolutions,, of. suoh a Jcind were 
brought up, for instance, re improved mail 
sorvice and navigation On the rivers, was it 
not proper for the House to pass them and 
make a request of the Dominion Govern- 
ment! 

Hon. Mr. Davie said that judging from 
whot had boon said by hon. meinbora oppo- 
site, an outsider who happanod to drop in 
upon tho House would at onco como to the 
conclusion that it was a mere debating soci- 
ety and that some hon. members opposite 
were always exercising their privilege of 
talking simply for the sake of having some- 
thing to say. For instance, one hod. gmi- 
tleman (Mr. Semliii) was perfectly in aeeonl 
with the princiiiloof tlio motion Init thought 
it was out of plucu, tliat this llouac \vus go- 
ing out of its way to make any rcpresonl- 
ution to the Dominion Government. This 
lino of argunieut was wrong. All that tho 
House would bo doing in passing this 
motion would bo to draw attention to the 
great need of the railway and tho beiielil 
that would result from it, If tho House 
followed out tho ])riuciple that lion, 
gentleman (Mr. Seinliii) advocated 
tho Province would simply be 
sitting down under all t!io indignity and 
negkct from the Doininiou Government of 
■which so many complaints ■were now being 
made. The hon. leader of tho Opposition 
wanted to know ■ivhore iho material for tho 
motion came from. That question could 
only bo asked in ignorance. Tho report was 
from the Railway committee which reported 
certain facta to tho House and tho Houso 
was bound to assume in tlio absence of any 
proof to tho contrary, that thoro was 
material to run on. Tho committeo was, no 
doubt, in possession of the facts and could 
call witnesses, etc., and got tho facts. 
Apart from all this, tho direction of tbe 
resolution was in the interests of the Prov- 
ince, and when once he (Mr. Davie) satisfied 
himself that a motion beforo tho Houso was 
in the interests of the Province, ho did not 
propose to waste any time in raising little 
points of order and procedure as tho hon. 
gentlemen opposite were consinually doing. 
Ho heartily supported tho resolution. 

Mit. Kelue said ho would have much 
pleasure in supporting the resolution, as if 
this Hou83 could bring any pressure to bear 
upon the Dominion (loveriiment to get this 
subsidy, it should take that action. This 
railway would make Kootenay Lake the 
great mininf,' centre of liritish Columbia. 
At the present time llioro were 111) to 50 
tons of ore per day going into Kaslo, and ho 
was satiblicd before another year passed 
there would bo hundre(i8 of tons of oro 
yoing down. Tho whole upper country was 
going ahead very fast, but it was a noces- 
Bury factor in its development and in tho 
development of the rich mines that there 
should be cheap coal such as would be liad 
when tho railway was built to open up the 
Crow's Nest Puss fields.

Tliat, for the purpose of having the mat- 
ter tried and settled judicially on its merit.'!, 
the Crown waive the plea of tort, and the 
plea that tho said cerlilicate was cancelled 
in the exorcise of discretion vested !)y 
statute in the Lieuteniint-tloveruor-in- 
Council, and tho plea that the discretion so 
exercised is not reviewable by tlio court, 
and any other plea or pleas that may tend 
to frustrate, prejudice or impede the trial 
of tho case on its merits ; 

2. And that tlio action be tried as if it 
were an action brouglit by one subject 
against another subject, and solely for tho 
purposo of deciding whether injustice has 
or has not been done to tho said J. P. Mo- 
Leod, and whether ho was or wis not guilty 
of unprofessional conduct and gross insub- 
ordination, as alleged in tho report of tho

People did not sit np all night and 
lie abed all day. There was no an.xiely 
felt about the rise or fall of stoelcs. 
"Bulls" and "bears" did not exist, ex- 
cept those w-hieh roamed the forests in 
their own eoats of hair. 

There were no "(-orners" anywhere 
unless it might be the pleasant fire- 
side corners, w-liere one could sit and 
see the twinkle of the stars out of the 
lop of the broad-throated chimney. 

Men and women dressed as comfort 
demanded. They feari'd Ciod in the 
good old-fashioned wa}', and were pro- 
foundly ignorant of the jierplexing isms 
of to-day. 

The.y ate meat, vefetabk-s and e(n-n 
bread, and rye' bauiioek; and pancakes 
were a 1 ii.vury. 

When they t r;iv(ded they rode liorse- 
liaek or wallced; and carriages were not 
iieedeil nor thought of.

Shall w-e seek out a "lodg-e in Komc 
vast wilderness," and live on roots and 
herbs, and eschew civilization luulils 
delights, in the hope of getting our 
livers in order'.' 

l!y no means. The time for thai is 
past. Wo cannot go back to the era of 
our grandfathers. But we can take 
a lesson from it. 

We can eat plain food. We can avoid 
stimul.ants, slum into.xicating liijuors 
and poisonous eosmetics. \\<i can 
dress loosely and comfortably, and yet 
be in st^'lo; we can keep clean, and be 
temperate in all things; we can go to 
bed at reasonable hours and give the 
brain rest whenever it is demanded. 

No matter if we do not leave a for- 
tune behind us; it will be just as well 
for our children — probal.lj' a great deal 
better. It is not so much what we can 
do for ourselves as for those w-ho are 
to come after us, in this work of health 
reformation. Let us make the next 
g-oneration hardy men and women! 
bet us keep ourselves pure and clean 
in fk'sh and spirit, tliat notbiugunelean 
may descend to our children, and let 
us bring up these children to liavt- 
healtliy bodies rather than overloaded 
brains. Education is good — college 
education is to bo desired; but a sound 
eonstitution is worth more to a man 
th.au a diploma from every university 
of learning- under the sun.
